Suggesting That He Will Be a Formidable 
Factor in Season's Big Races. 



New York. May 4. — S. C. Hildreth's colors were 
conspicuous at Aqueduct today. borse*s from liis 
statue accounting lor half the card. Jockey Shilling 
had tlic leg up oil Fayette and Restigouche. two of 
them, while the other. Eddie Dugan, was ridden by 
G. Garner. The performs ue*e of Kestigoucbe was a 
remarkable one for a first out and suggt*sis that lie 
will lie a dangerous «x>n tender in the many stakes 
for which he is eligible. He took up 120 pounds and. 
forcing all the pace iu the Paumonok Handicap, ran 
three-tiuartcrs in 1:12 to lieat Besom a head, it was 
« two-horse race all the way. The Hildreth sprinter 
was a tired horse at the linish, but that was to Ik* 
expected for a tirst start and the race will doubt- 
less do him good. He is eligible for the Metropolitan 
and ought to In* ready to go a mile by May 13, the 
ofieuing day of the lielmom Park meeting.

R. F. Carman's White \Yool easily dis|»ose*d of 
Golden, the favorite, in the opening dash and tin* 
other two-vear-obi raee went to an outsider when 
Doncaster tinished first in a hard drive with Sheriff 
Bradley and Eastern Star. Iu lids raee Rake, a 
Keene starter, was the public choice, but never was 
prominent in tbc running and finished liftli. 

Jockey Shilling, who was discharged in the Coney 
Island Police Court when brought to trial Monday 
for stabbing his former employer. R. L. Thomas, 
obtained his lilierty on the idea of self-defense. A 
crowd of Shilling's friends were in the court room 
and cheered when the magistrate announced liis de- 
cision. Tile magistrate rehuke*d them. Shilling had 
several witnesses iu court. as did Mr. Thomas. 
Shilling's owu story was that he was eating an apple 
while talking with Mr. Thomas ami had the knife 
in his hand. Mr. Thomas, lie said, struck him. 
breaking liis nose, and in the heat of the moment 
he stal»l»ed his employer. Mr. Thomas admitted 
that he had slap|M*d the jockey, hut said be did 
so after Shilling ealled him a liar. 



MASTER JOHN'S CAREER AT AN END. 

David Dunlop's Crack Colt Falls While at Pimlico 
Barrier as Favorite and Breaks His Neck. 

Baltimore. Md.. May 4. — There was enough ex- 
citement crowded into tin* s|M»rt at Pimlico this aft- 
ernoon to satisfy the most exacting. 'Hie real sen- 
sation of the day was furnished iu tlie Pimlico 
Nursery Stakes, when the heavily lot eked favorite. 
Davi*l Dunlop’s Master John, reared up while at the 
I»ok; and. falling over backward, broke liis back. 
Ft all ha|»pened so quickly that few realized the seri- 
ousness t if i lie occurrence. Even the starter re- 
mained <m his stand ex|*ecting the colt to scramble 
to iiis feet. When lie failed to stir a crowd gath- 
ered and. on examination, it was found that the colt 
had broken his spinal column. He was tlieii de- 
stroyed. Master John was a high-class two-year-old 
ami* was valued by his owner at $19,000. Mr. Dun- 
lop ref used ail eeffer <*f $7/410 for the youngster only 
a few days ago.. The race resulted in an easy vic- 
tory fen- Stinger, which came from the rear in Ibe 
>iret«-li and finished with a great rush. Stinger Is a 
Cast let on -bred <<olt. by Voter — Mosquito, and is 
owned by C. C. Smithson of Washington.

Tin* entries of F. E. Baird have 
tieen ordered refined, pending further investigation 
as to the causes for tin* scratching of Item Enrique 
out of the same race. In tin* race iu question. Aks- 
Ar-Ben was l«a'*k«*d for a ge*oel thing, but he 
mumbled at the start and tin* attempted coup was 
spoil«*d. It is intimated that Don Enrique was 
withdrawn for a consideration to make it easier for 
him. J. It. I-autrhrev ran below liis true form. 

Fern L. won the feature ra<*e today after i»eating 
the barrier. She was in front all the way. Incle- 
ment. a 30 to 1 chain-e. closed fast and was second, 
with Faneuil Hall next. Mentry liandled Goldfiuu, 
tlie favorite. l*aelly and she made a poor allowing. 

Gene Russell prove*! a surpris<* in tin* tirst raee*. 
Aftermath closed with a* rush and beat Marburg 
and It4mnd ami Round in a drive. 

('antetu. plunged on in tin* final race, was beaten

Under the caption “The Passing of the Book- 
maker.” the Toronto, Gilt.. Globe of Monday de- 
voted a considerable imrtion of its first page to a 
refreshing and thoughtful treatment of the sport of 
racing in its relation t«> the public from the pen of 
its well -informal and widely-known sporting editor. 
Francis Nelson. The article teems iu sound com- 
mon sense and logic and presents some of tlie aspects 
of racing in a different light than that in which they 
are frequently set forth In certain portions of the 
public press. Well worth the perusal of turfmen 
generally are the following extracts: 

•*in a way tin* world lias come to demand, front 
the s|*ort of tlie turf a higher ideal and practice 
than is e\|>ectcd in other fields of liunian activity. 
It must have no weakness or deficiency, ami customs 
that are common enough with other things would be 
ruinous if tolerated in connection with racing. The 
slightest lack of Circumspection iu its surroundings 
or control is considered of the greatest moment, and 
1 lie closest scrutiny attaches to those with whom 
the race-goer mingles. He may associate with the 
self-same jiersons at every other gathering where 
|M*ople congregate without a second thought or 
grain of criticism. If racing pays its way and 
meets its obligations it is lamented over as lieing 
•commercialized.’ 'Phis curious aitpreciatioii of tlie 
sjiort is not unrecognized by those responsible for 
its welfare, though they may find expectations cre- 
ated that it is impossible to realize. The demand 
for tin* standard of perfection includes, of course, 
the s|»*«nlat ion that lias been abundant on trials of 
speed and stamina ever since mail competed with 
man and he»rse* ran against horse. The obection 
urged with tin* most persistency, apparently lieing 
regarded as the gravest, is that it is possible for 
one to b*se in transactions involving differences of 
opinion about the merits aud capabilities of certain 
horses. 

"An arbitrary and common conception: of the turf 
pictures it as a sort of modern ‘Torn Tiddler's 
gnmnd.’ where men and women are engaged iu the 
pleasing occupation of going alsiut picking up gold 
ami silver. As this is certainly an agreeable ami easy 
diversion — not really work at all — those who have 
conjured up the seem* hasten to participate* iu it: 
and when the reality tomes they emerge efhite cross 
ami convinced that they have l»eeii badly treated. 
So difficult it Ls for a man to admit that he deceived 
himself. 

“Nobody grumbles over the fact that the people of 
Toronto spent this theatrical season $1,270,000. 
ninety per cent, of which goes to American managers 
and actors. EvcrylM.Jy Is asked to become indignant 
over the untruth that those who find their enter- 
tainment ill speculating at Woodbine have to pay an 
enormous amount for it to American bookmakers. 
If they did so it would in* quite their own affair, 
i lie same as the people who spend their money in 
tlie theaters. But the truth is that last spring the 
American bookmakers lost aluu*st every dollar of the 
$200,000 that the public* won. tlie local layers lieing 
able, under the move-about system, to deal on bet- 
ter terms for themselves, lieing well known to their 
customers. There is this point, too, about the 

cmirparison: That a $7 bill wagered at Woodbine 

goes from hand to hand, while the money put into 
tlie box offices is never seen again. Just what 
amount of money is actually wagered on a race 
course it is almost ini]>ossihle to determine — except 
by the yellow newspajiers — but it is certain that 
there is no such heavy betting as there was years 
ago. 

“Tlie finest and most valuable* rtf horses have been 
the subject of systematic speculation ever since the 
breed of the Auglo-Amb wus founded by the* imjiortu 
tion into England of the Quaker’s horse that is 
known as the* Godolphin A tab. Mr. Barley’s Arabian, 
and the* Turkish charger that t'aptain Byeriy r«»dc 
in King William’s wars iu 'Ireland. Tlie lines of 
these east urn horses, through their prepotent repre 
sentatives — Matehem. Eclipse ami Ilerod — have 

spread into all civilized countries, and their blood 
is that of tin* most highly prized breeds of Europe*. 
America and Australasia. In India the supremacy 
of the Britisli thoroughbred is so accepted that liis 
progenitor, the Arab, is allowed seven pounds in 
races. Iu spite* of t liis advantage, the native princes, 
win* are* in a imsition to secure the elioicest of the 
desert c*lianipious. have long ago ahnudoned them for 
racing purposes, and replaced them with English or 
Australian horses. 

“Not only is the* race* horse* the subject of s j>ec il- 
ia t ion in a!! countries, fremi Egypt to Alberta, but 
everywhere*. e*xe*ept in some parts of the 1 Tilted 
States, that is legalize*el aud ree*e»gnlzcd. The re*ason 
tor this e*emse*nsus e*f opiniem among legislators is 
ne»t pertinent t«* this article, wliie-h de*als with condi- 
tions. not theories. The systems under whie*h specu- 
la tie*n is earrieel on are* not uniform In all countries, 
but are practically covered by beMikniaking and mu- 
tue*l betting. Tlieoret legally. the*so are identical. in 
the sense that ls>th afford a means of bringing to- 
gether tlie individual liettors fen* a commission. The* 
exigencies of ae*tnal operation, however, frequently 
compel the* bookmaker to abandon the* role e>f middle- 
man. aud become a bettor himself, when he hail set 
emt simply to collect enough from the backers of all 
tlie* inirses te> pay e>tt’ tlie backer of tlie winner and 
retain a certain percentage for himself. Nowadays 
— and tliis is ttecomiug increasingly tin* case — he is 
raredy able te* ‘make* a round boe>k.’ Because of the 
e*\pert knowledge or opinion of ids customers, there 
is little* or nee support feer sue-h horses as appe*ar to 
Im* exit «*lasse*el and he is forced into the jeosition of 
profiting, or lo.Sing. ae*e*oreling to ilu* sue*cess of cer- 
tain lnerse*s iu tin* list. The superstition that book- 
making is a e*e*rtain reeael tee we*alth elie*s liard. hut 
it is dying. f<er the* race-ceeiirse bookmaker is en 
gaged in a hesing business, me compensating advan- 
tage's accompanying his e*xpenses, and tlie ratio of 
successful public i*boies*s on the Canadian e*ire*uit 
standing at over fifty per e*ent. Even without a 
practical substitute*, it is tin* opinion of tliose* who 
liave give*n tlie matte*r attention that tlie bookmaker 
would disap|»ear from ree-ognizeel racing, leeeniuse the 
time must be* reached when it will lee nee longer pos 
sible* to enlist flirt iie*r e*apital In an unprofitable 
feature. 

‘Tlie boeekmaker ehees neet flourish in all countries. 
In Canada, the ITiiteel States anel England he practi- 
cally lias the field to liiniself. but elsewhere he is 
»*it lie*r exe*luele*el or has to work in ceeni|eetition with 
the* machine*. In all continental European counti*ie*s 
ami in tin* South Ame*rie*an republics the machine 
lake*s liis place. New South Wales anel Victoria 
have bookmaking only, but the totalizator is used in 
the* other Australian states. In New Zealand not 
long age* one of the* licensed jockey clubs refused to 
allow bookmakers to operate* at its tiie>eting. They 
complaiue*d to the government anel the* club was 
notified that its lie*»*nse to use the machine would Is* 
revoked if any discrimination against tlie bookmakers 
was shown. There and in other countries where the 
machine is established the* government take*s a per- 
centage of the revenue. 

“'Hie inaHi i lie- bet ting system is brought to Its 
gre*ate*st pcrfee*tion iu France, anel as many as 2,000 
clerks are* employed in its operation on a big day at 
Autcuil or lioncrtiampa, wh<*re the crowd will nuni- 
ls*r nn*r<* than 200,000 pe*e*ple. The pari-mutuel was 
workeel em a small se*ab* at Woodbine anel Windsor a 
se*e>re of years age>. ami at Qu<*1k»c recemtlj’. It was 
e'onimon enough on Amerienn tracks a quarter of a 
centurv bne*k. but is now useel in no part of the 
Republic «*xe*ept in Kentucky. In that state the* 
aue*tkMi anel tin* pari niutuel are the* only legal fe»rins 
of rai*e-course betting, aud the State Kaciug Com 



mission will not grant a license to meetings where 
any e»the*r method is con tern pi at eel. The inutnel ami 
the totalizator are merely me*e*hanreai clearing 
house's, e*ollecting a commission for bringing ineli- 
viduai leettors togetlier. Tlie com mission, wliieii in 
Ke*ntueky is five* jier e*eut., goes to meet the <*« »st e*f 
eqieration and maintenance of tiie e-luii. The machine* 
is a rt*gister of the* numtier of inv<*stments on eaeh 
horse, the te»tal of which is divieled among those 
whe> have invested on the winner. The* wlioie eijier- 
ation is nothing me»re tlian putting one’s choice into 
a |mn>1. and paying a evni miss ion to the* operator e»f 
I lie machine e>r register. This commission represents 
the* (lull’s re*venue from tlie bettors that it has be*e*n 
accustomal to collect through tin* fee*s charged to 
bookmakers. 

•“They do not have the totalizator in New South 
Wales or Victoria, though it is use*el in the othe*r 
Australian states, but that docs not preve*nt recogni- 
tion that it is a more e*cononiiral and satisfactory 
system «»f speculation that hookmaking. The Aus- 
tralasian. e»f Medhourne*. Victoria, has this to say on 
what is a matter of much interest ki Canada just 
now: *We have no doubt that the meclianie*al way 

of betting must advantage* racing by im*re*asing 
stake's anel lessening lw'tting l»y owners, and any 
country which ean ge*t the* mae*hiue without paying 
for it by passing on any of the controlling lnfltie*iici‘ 
of the sport from the* racing authorities te» the* 
government will certainly be* the* better for the 
change* from liookmakcr to totalizator. The totaliza- 
tor does not she»w to advantage except when it has 
plenty e;f customers.’ 

“Tlie effect of replacing the old style with me- 
chanical betting would be* t«» eliminate* many of the* 
fe*ature*s that are* found objectionable in connection 
with racing. When the* bookmaker goes thenv is no 
third party in the* transaction, and only individual 
tn*t ting remains. As the machine is in no way iu- 
te*reste*d iu the* re*sult. its commission being the same 
no matte*r wl^it horse wins, the* possible* financial 
consideration of tlie go-between disappears. The* 
public makes its own odds, and the system is more 
economical, the amount of the* percentage being 
known and fixe*d. All the money. le*ss tin* cost e>f 
operation, is returned to the bettors. The credit 
bettor is abolished, as tin* machine must pay e*ash. 
The plunger is deterred by tin* fact that the* more* 
he Jets the* ie*ss hi< ratio of oeld*. ms he is only 
knocking down his own price. Be*sides. it requires 
twenty tickets iu a $7 machine if a man wants te* 
l*e*t a hundre*<! dollors. There is little inducement 
to l*et since* the* rate* of odds cannot Im* known until 
the l»e*tting is done. 

“Tlie handbook man does not find it convenient 
to do biisine*ss on the* races of a track where the 
betting is em the* niutuel system, anel lie is hampered 
to that extent. It will ne*t stop handhoe>king. Noth- 
ing will stop that, but it will he* reelue*ed to propor- 
tlems of little or no importance. The* camp-follower, 
who is te> blame fe>r almost all the* things that bring 
racing into ill-repute, is erowdeel out. anel if the 
elTee ts of tlie inutnel system are ne>t quite perfection, 
they are* nevertheless se* far in advance of tlie edel 
method in the*ir general advantages that the au- 
thorities are determined to give i^ a trial in Canada, 
anel be*fe»re* aueither twelveniemth rae*e»-geM*rs in Te>- 
ronte* may eemnt on se*eing racing without bemkmak- 
imr. tliough tliey will still be able to back the*ir 
opinions.” 

NEW YORK LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 

Albany. N. Y.. May 4. — There was a three-hours 
elehate e»ver the Agnew-Ferkins bills in the Se*nate 
yesterelay, when two of the three bills were ame*nde*el. 
Dm* was interpivteel to ine-lueb* in its protiibition 
betting odels on boat races, football. l*aseh«ll and 
amateur sjmrts. The* third was the subject of a bitter 
elise-iissieni. wlien. at five* oYle»e*k in the afternoon, 
tlie presiding officer of the* Se*nate brought the de- 
bate* to a sharp termination with tlie announe*cment 
that it would Ik* taken up at some later date. This 
latte*r me*asim* pr wieies that trustees e»f racing asso- 
ciations anel e»wners e*f luiildings shall lie* guilty e*f 
a inisdeme*anor if anyone is found guilty of gambling 
on premise's owned e>r e*on trolled by them. 

First of tlie* bills to cemie up was the one designed 
te* j*re*vent the* publication of betting ealds. in its 
original feirm it made it a misdemeanor for a news* 
pape*r e*r other puhlie*ation to publish any reference 
to betting eielels em s|Hirting events of any kind. 
Sena ten- Agnew presented an amendment which, he* 
said, was ele*signe*el to liave the law apply only te* 
tin* publication of pr*»fe*ssi*>nal enids on lie>rse races. 
Sena ten* Newcomb then pr*»|*e»seel an amendment te* 
another e»f the* bills, reading as follows: “Bemk 

making referreel t*> in this section shall mean the 
laying e»f eshis e>r publishing e»f enlels to all comers 
e»r te> tlie* publie*.” Tliis amendment was aele>pte*d by 
a veite of 2t» to 19. An amendment pre>i*e>sed 1>V 
I he* Jockey (Till* representatives te> strike emt the 
words “with or without writing” anel substitute* 
tin* words “prepare l*y writing or other re*e*en-el and 
display lists or memorandum of eslds e>ffered to he 
l*et” was defeated by 26 to 21 after an hour’s 
debate te*day . Following a e-onfe»renoe* with Governor 
Hughes. Se*nate>r Newe*on»b sue-eeedeel in having the 
Senate strike out his amendment made yesterday 
and the* measure was passed in the form which pre"»- 
hibits l*ne*kmaking “with or without writing.” 

Today’s action was fe>re*ed by flovernor Hughes 
after it had l*e*en tacitly agreed that tlie* measure's 
would go e>ve;- until next week. The veite em its. 
passage* was 31 to 17. with Senate*rs Alt. Stilwedl 
and Sullivan, all opposed to the bill, absent. 

By all the* s|>eake*rs of yesterday it was inaele clear 
that the law was iu no sense ek*signe*d to interfere 
with private betting. Tlie bill, which woulel bold 
trustees of racing associations equally guilty with 
I*e*rsems who violate the law e*n the premises, came 
up and it precipitated a bitter debate. 

“This is absurd.” said Senator Grady. “Suppose 
I am a director of a racing association anel I never 
visit the track and know little nltont tin* company's 
affairs. Now. if Pete. Jim and Jads should do a 
little* lotting off by the* bam and wen* arreste*d. I 
would be* guilty also. This provides that no matter 
if tlie racing association lias |>osted up signs saying 
gambling is proUibite*el and has hired special police 
te* prevent lotting, lie is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and can Im* sent to jail if some one is caught bet- 
ting. Why. if you bad a thousand t>o] icemen von 
might still lx* found’ guilty of violating tin* law. 
Tlie law is absurd.” 

When tiie Senate met after recess this afternoon 
the Agnew bill providing that trustees and directors 
of racing associations In* made* liable for permitting 
gambling within their race courses was taken up. 
Senator Grady moved to recommit and offered an 
amendment which struck out that portion of the Ag- 
i*o w bill making them liable. His amendment was 
lost by ae*cl a illation. 

“This bill without the amendme*nt will hold trus- 
tees of racing associations res|*ous!hle* for gambling 
which may be done without their knowledge.” ex- 
claimed Senator Graely. “It will place these* trustees 
on the same plane with a blackleg with liis oil- 
cloth faro layout, who might Invite you up to liis 
roe*ms.” 

j After a heated discussion, the* measure passed the 
Se*nate l*v a vote of 36 to S. Adjournment inter- 
fered with the passage of the Parkins bill to amend 
the i*e*nal c«mIo in relatin'* gaining and bet* in g 
e stablishments. 

This bill fixing responsibility on truste*e*s and di- 
rectors is the measure that was most feared !*v the* 
racing iutere*sts. It is the* e*ne bill that g»*es into 
effect at e*nce, and may result in the el<*claring off of 
same of the meetiugs of this season.

I KING’S DAUGHTER IN FORM 



T. C. M’DO WELL’S GOOD MARE REDUCES LEX- 
INGTON TRACK RECORD. 



Runs Three-Quarters of a Mile in 1:122 in Winning 
First Start of Season — Hanbridge and Crystal 
Maid Suffer from Bad Start. 



Lexington, Ky.. May 4.— T. C. McDowell’s King’s 
Daughter, in scoring an easy victory this afternoon 
in the Lexington Brewery ]Ianelie*ap. which was the 
feature of the Kentucky Association's fourth race 
card, established a new track record for three* quar- 
ters of a mile. Her time was 1:12$. which is one- 
fifth of a second faster than the previous best time, 
made by Colloquy Xepteml>e*r 14. 1907. King's 
Daughter was making her first start of the vear, 
and there* were some who doubted her fitness to cope 
with the speedy liand to which she was opposed. 
Her backers gave up their fears soon after barrier 
tise* when she* s|*eeelily overhauled Early Tide and.
